Research  facility  dedicated

"IPFW  is  an  important  and  ever- 
growing component  of  our  most  livable 
city."  Cosette  Simon  said  Monday. 

Simon,  director  of  finance  and  ad- 
ministration for  Fort  Wayne, 
represented  Mayor  Winfield  Moses,  Jr. 
at  IPFW's  dedication  ceremony  for  the 
new  SI. 240  million  animal  care  facility. 
The  facility,  near  completion,  is 
located  just  off  W.  Campus  Drive,  north 
of  Keltler  Hall.  The  900  square  foot 
building  will  be  used  for  the  depart- 
ments of  psychology  and  biological 
sciences,  medical  sciences  and 
preventive  dentistry  research 
programs,  Chancellor  Thomas  Wallace 
said  Monday  at  the  opening  ceremony. 
"Perhaps  the  most  interesting  and 
exciting  feature,"  Simon  said,  "is  its 
potential  to  attract  outstanding 
students."  Prior  to  the  construction  of 
the  facility,  the  university  research 
involving  animals  on  campus  didn't 
"evencomeclose"  to  meeting  state  and 
federal  guidelines  for  such  research, 
Don  Katter,  spokesperson  for  the 
physical  plant,  told  a  Communicator 
reporter  last  month. 

The  facility  will  include  ten  animal 
colony  rooms,  five  project  laboratories, 
a  surgical  suite,  three  quarantine  and 
isolation  rooms,  lounge  area  and 
lavatories  and  showers.  Although  the 
current  plans  involve  housing  only 
relative  small  animals,  like  rodents, 
the  capacity  does  exist  to  hold  dogs  and 
cats.  One  room  is  being  outfitted  to 
include  house  monkeys. 

James  T.  Schenkel,  president  of 
Schenkel  and  Schultz,  Inc.,  and  David 
T.  School,  project  engineer  for  the  same 
business,  presented  a  key  to  the 
building     to     Purdue      University 


President,  Steven  C.  Bee  ring,  and 
Indiana  University  Vice  President,  W 
George  Pinnell. 

"This  is  representative  and  symbolic. 
You  might  think  it's  (just)  another 
symbolic  event  for  me,"  Beering,  the 
former  dean  of  the  Indiana  University 
School  of  Medicine,  told  the  audience  of 
IPFW  faculty  and  administrators,  "but 
this  is  the  conclusion  of  a  15-year 
dream." 

"We  have  to  be  at  the  cutting  edge," 


Beering  said  "Every  scientist  must 
have  the  tools.  (He)  cannot  just  read 
about  it  in  the  books." 

Pinnell  also  addressed  the  audience 
after  receiving  the  key  to  the  building. 
"Something  more  symbolic  is  that  we 
didn't  ask  for  two  keys,"  Pinnell  told 
the  audience  of  about  45  people.  Pinnell 
was  referring  to  the  operating 
agreement  IPFW  has  with  Indiana 
University  and  Purdue  University.  "It 
symbolizes    the   partnership   between 


our  two  universities." 

After  the  opening  ceremonies,  Bruce 
Abbott,  chair  of  the  animal  care 
building  program  committee,  and 
Douglas  Lyng  and  Joel  Vilensky  led 
people  on  a  guided  tour  of  the  new 
facility.

Students  needed  for  Pan  Am  Games 

Volunteers  earn 
credit  for  work

A  "Once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity"  is 
awaiting  full  timesludenls  interested  in 
an  innovative  way  to  earn  internship 
credits  Dr.  Michael  Charles,  chairman 
of  the  criminal  justice  faculty  at  the 
School  of  Public  and  Environmental 
Affairs  announced  last  week  he  is 
looking  for  2,000  student  volunteers  to 
assist  with  security  at  the  1987  Pan 
American  Games. 

The  primary  job  of  these  volunteers, 
according  to  Charles,  will  to  serve  as 
"low  key,  eyes  and  ears,  security 
assistants"  during  the  games,  to  be 
held  in  Indianapolis  next  July  26 
through  Aug.  23.  However,  before 
assignment  as  a  security  assistant, 
each  volunteer  will  participate  in  a 
week-long  training  workshop,  under  the 
direction  of  FBI,  Secret  Service,  and 
other  security  experts. 

Once  certified,  the  student  volunteers 
will  be  responsible  for  helping  maintain 
security  in  areas  such  as  the  opening 
and  closing  ceremonies,  the  Athlete's 
Village,  and  individual  game  sites. 


Along  with  this,  volunteers  will  also 
be  assigned  to  parking,  transportation 
and  administrative  security.  locker 
room  access,  protecting  perimeters, 
and  providing  escort  services  for 
dignitaries  and  games  officials. 

While  a  particularly  attractive  option 
to  students  requiring  internship  credits, 
the  program  is  open  to  everyone  who 
meets  the  applicant  requirements. 
Those  electing  to  take  the  internship 
credits  will  have  to  pay  the  normal  fee 
for  them 

To  qualify  for  the  program,  each 
individual  must  be  at  least  IB  years  old 
by  next  summer  and  be  a  registered, 
full-time  student.  Each  student  must 
have  a  GPA  of  at  least  two  on  a  scale  of 
four,  possess  an  interest  in  Ihe 
program,  and  because  of  the  light 
security  for  the  games,  pass  a 
background  investigation.  Students 
must  also  be  available  during  the  entire 
July  26-Aug.  23  timeframe. 

While  volunteering  their  services  for 
the  games,  students  from  outside  the 
Indianapolis  area  will  be  provided  with 
free  university  style  housing.    All

a  day  at  the  expense  ol  (he  organizing 
committee.  While  not  on  duty,  volun- 
teers will  be  free  to  enjoy  activities 
available  in  the  area,  such  as  the  In- 
diana Stale  Fair.  Other  recreational 
opportunities  will  be  provided  by  the 
organizers  of  the  games  for  volunteers. 
Among  other  things,  according  to 
Charles,  this  program  will  give  the 


volunteers  a  chance  to  work  on  an  in- 
ternational sporting  event  and  make  il 
a  success.  "It  will  certainly  be  on  en- 
joyable and  educational  time"  for  those 
involved,  he  continued.

Last  year  at  this  time,  we  were 
struggling  through  the  search  for  a  new 
chancellor  Now,  with  Chancellor 
Wallace  in  office,  that  search  is  over. 
Bui  another  is  just  beginning  on  a  much 
larger  basis. 

John  W.  Ryan,  president  of  Indiana 
University,  is  retiring  effective  at  the 
end  of  this  school  year,  and  a  new 
president  will  be  needed, 


m 


Ryan,  the  14th  president  of  IU,  took 
office  in  January,  1971.  He  holds  B.A., 
M.A.,  and  Ph.D  degrees  in  political 
science,  in  addition  to  honorary  degrees 
from  several  universities.  Obviously,  his 
experience  is  great  and  varied,  a 
necessity  as  president  of  IU ,  a  university 
which  includes  campuses  in 
Bloomington,  East  Richmond,  Garv. 
Kokomo,  South  Bend,  New  Albany, 
Indianapolis  and  Fort  Wayne,  and  which 
are  responsible  for  the  education  of 
approximately  75,000  students. 


The  question  of  whether  or  not  to  go 
outside  of  the  IU  system  for  a  president 
may  pose  a  problem.  A  much  larger 
quantity  of  applicants  can  be  found 
outside  the  system.  Chancellors  and  vice 
presidents  from  colleges  and 
universities  across  the  country  may 
contribute  to  IU  applicants  with  the 
knowledge  and  ability  a  strong  president 
needs. 

Yet  a  system  as  large  as  IU  may  need 
a  president  with  previous  affiliation  to 
the  school,  someone  within  the  eight 
campuses  who  is  acquainted  with  IU  and 
the  policies,  procedures,  and  traditions 
therein 

Perhaps  the  solution  is  a  combination. 
Someone  in  the  IU  system,  but  with  new 
blood,  new  ideas  and  a  fresh  outlook,  a 
young  administrator  who  can  bring  IU  to 
new  heights  and  grow  with  the 
university. 

The  selection  should  be  made  as  soon 
as  possible.  Naming  Ryan's  successor 
before  his  retirement  allows  time  for 
Ryan  to  work  along  with  the  new 
president,  lo  introduce  him  to  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  of  the  position. 

We've  reached  a  summit  at  IPFW 
through  Ryan;  we  now  consult  him  only 
on  the  major  issues  that  affect  us.  This 
was  probably  the  largest  of  several 
major  changes  in  Ryan's  16  years  as 
president.  Let's  hope  his  replacement 
does  as  well,  for  as  long.
